He  leaves 
a  wife  and  one  son,  Capt  John  Hall, 
I  and  a  sister ,  Mrs.  Maty  Nichols.

My  attention  has  been  called  to  an  arti- 
cle In  the  South  Shore  Huald  of  the  90th 
of  April,  signed  "Fair  Play,"  in  which  the 
author  rchnkee  tboae  '-want  to  be  heard 
people"  who  In  the  rashnem  of  ignorance, 
rush  Into  print  to  dlaenai  the  subject  of 
tho  Public  Schools,  which  in  his  opinion 
aboold  be  left  entirely  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee," who  have  been  elected  to  take 
charge  ofsneh  matters."  Now  in  regard 
to  myself,  I  acknowledge  that  I  wrote  my 
article  npon  the  tnhject  of  the  ScitnaU 
School,  for  the  express  reason  that  I 
want  to  be  beard  hy  the  good  people  of 
Scituate  and  if  poaaiblo  heeded  too.  I  need- 
ed no  urging,  as  I  felt  it  to  be  a  anhjeot  of 
vital  internet  to  the  town  of  Scituate.

The  most  disasterous  forest  fire 
that  ever  occurred  in  this  town  (excep- 
ting the  large  forest  fire  that  ravaged 
some  of  the  same  territory  thirty-one 
years  ago  this  very  day,)  raged  In  the 
woods  in  the  westerly  part  of  the  town 
from  1  till  7  p.  bl,  when  it  was 
got  nnder  control  Between  two  and 
three  thousand  acres,  much  of  which 
was  a  heavy  growth  of  timber,  was 
completely  devastated.  Nearly  500 
cords  of  cord  wood  was  destroyed, 
none  of  which  was  insured.  The  ag- 
gregate loss  is  estimated  from  ten  to 
fifteen  thousand  dollars.  The  heavi- 
est losers  and  their  approximate  losses 
are  as  follows,  as  near  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained at  this  writing.  Mrs.  Nancy 
Waterman's  loss— damage  done  to 
heavy  growth  of  pine,  Ji.ooo.  Capt 
Scthand  A.  T.  Sprague,  damaged 
>i.Soo;  Stephen  Gardner,  300  cords 
of  cord  wood  burned,  %8oo  ;  J.  H. 
Brown,  cord  wood  burned,  ,400; 
S.  B.  Chandler,  *4oo;  J.  E.  Ford, 
**oo ;  Hiram  Randall,  J300 ;  Frank 
Ford,  »3oo ;  Sidney  Sampson,  $200 ; 
Samuel  Stetson,  >ioo.  Many  others 
arc  heavy  losers,  whose  names  are  not 
a»  yet  learned.  The  origin  of  the  tire 
i»  »aid  to  hare  been  caused  by 
the  carelesanest  of  one,  Frank 
Sa»»field,  who  undertook  to  burn  the 
underbrush  from  a  wood  lot  that  had 
been  cut  The  high  southwest  wind 
•wept  the  Aamei  beyond  hl»  con- 
trol almost  as  soon  as  the  torch  was 
applied,  and  In  %  short  time  assumed 
alarming  proportions.  Between  tw~ 
and  three  hundred  of  Mar.hfield1 
veterans  gathered  to  fight  the  fire, 
the  only  way  It  could  be  checked 
by  setting  back  fires,  and  after 
hour,  of  hard  work,  the  fire  was 
under  control.  Frank  Ford's  «,„ 
John  Grocer's  bouses,  the  town  build 
ings  and  Joyce  school  house  were  not 
hurt  although  It  Is  .  wonder  that 
nelllierof  these  buildings  was  burned, 
« the  fire  came  very  ne,r  them.  Con' 
»iderable  Indignation  is  felt  toward 
bassfield  as  be  was  tftrned  not  to  at 
tempt  so  hazardous  an  undertaking  a* 
he  proposed  to  do.  Mar»hfield  has 
already  bad  two  wood  fires  and  one 
jjravey.rd  fir.  through  the  criminal 
loulWhncM  of  those  who  sliould  have 
known  better,  and  It  i.  about  time 
that  something  was  done.

May  flo>vers  are  now  blossoming  uu 
der  the  oaks  011  the  hills  of  East 
Marshfield.  They  are  yearly  eagerly 
sought  for  here,  not  only  by  our 
lagers,  but  by  small  parties  made  up 
from  other  towns  .xbout  us.  They  are 
found  most  abundantly  on  Oak  Hill, 
between  the  villages  of  East  and 
North  Marshfield,  about  two  miles 
from  the  East  Marshfield  station. 

A  werk  from  to-night,  the  second 
Wednesday  of  May,  the  annual  meet 
ing  for  the  choice  of  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year,  of  the  East  Marshfield 
lhibllc  Library  will  be  held.  A  new 
President  must  be  elected  as  Mr. 
Richards  docs  not  care  to  serve  anoth- 
er term.  Business  of  importance  will 
also  be  brought  beiore  the  meeting. 
All  persons  who  are  members,  both 
life  and  annual  are  requested  to  at- 
tend. Also  those  who  are  intending 
become  members  for  the  following 
year  are  invited  to  be  present  and  par- 
ticipate. It  is  now  proposed  to  make 
no  distinction  between  members  and 
those  who  take  out  books.  The  past 
year  25  cts.  was  charged  to  those  tak- 
ing out  books,  not  members,  and  $1 
to  members  annually.  For  the  follow- 
ing year  it  is  proposed  to  reduce  the 
fee  for  membership  to  50  cts.  and  rais« 
the  fee  from  25  cts.  to  50  cts.  for 
those  taking  out  books,  which  will  also 
make  them  members  if  they  so  choose. 
The  library  has  largely  increased  the 
past  year  which  makes  it  double  the 
value  of  a  year  ago.  There  are  at  pres 
ent  292  books  in  the  library.over  a  hun 
dred  of  the  most  valuable  books  hav- 
ing been  purchased  this  year.  There 
is  on  hand  in  the  treasury  $32.97.  Re- 
ceived during  the  year  JiSo.n. 
penses  during  the  year  $147. 14.  The 
library  case  being  too  small,  we  h 
been  obliged  to  buy  a  new  one  at 
expense  of  $13.25  ;  this  wilt  hold  some 
volumes  more  than  we  now  have. 
About  forty  take  books  regularly  from 
the  library,  some  ten  occasionally  ; 
nine  have  already  paid  $10  and  be- 
came life  members,  and  seven  are  an- 
nual members.

The  detachment  of  Iranafered  aoldlera 
consisting  of  185  lu  numbera,  waa  acul  < 
to  Baltimore,  where  I  lie  sloop  of  war  Alb 
gaua  was  aUlloiied.     It  waa  on  board  of 
this  ahlp  lhat  we  were  examined  aa  to 
practical  knowledge;  hut  as  Ihe  unly 
required  waa  to  kuow  the  points  of  the 
compass  and  how  to  tie  a  square  knot, 
there  waa  hut  Utile  difficulty  In  passing 
the  examination.   Wo  were  soon  1 
to  Portsmouth,  N.  II.,  where  we  joined  the 
old  ahlp  of  the  Hue,  the  New  Hampshire 
and  soon  after  aalled  for  Port  Royal,  8.  C. 
Soon  after  onr  arrival  h  -re,  we  a 
thirty  others  trausfered  to  the  su-am  frigate 
Wabash,  once  lhe  ptlde  of  tho  American 
navy.    We  erulacd  between  Charleston  and 
Savannah  until  the  first    of  December, 
when  we  came  to  Norfolk  to  fit  ont  for  thd 
Butler  expedition  to  Fort  Fiahar.  After 
the  fallnre  of  this  expedition  we  put  Into 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  where  we  rumalued  un- 
til the  14th  of  January,  tt^OS,  wheu  we 
again  sailed  to  Fort  Fisher.  1 
menced  the  bombardment  on  Sunday,  the 
tSlh.  The  troo|M  In  this  expedit 
the  aame  aa  In  Ihe  former,  with  1 
lonal  rv-enforcement  of  1,500  m< 
troops  were  landed  early  In  Ihe  morning, 
together  wlth3.000  soldiers,  four  mllea  north 
of  the  Fort.    Fort    Fisher  waa  a  stock 
ode  fort  enclosing  some  18  acres  of  laud, 
or  tiers  of  very  strong  bo  rah 

These  lines  of  borah  proofs  ran  parallel 
with  the  beach  wlih  a  apao  of   300  f- 
between  them.   The  troops  npon  landing 
took  up  a  position  In  the  wooda  to 

rest  of  lhe  fort.    The  tailors  worked 
r  way  down  the  beach  slowly  toward 
the  fort-   In  the  mean  time  the  fleet 
listing  of  73  vessels  anil  655  guus  bad  been 
dropping  shot  and  shell  Into  the  fort 
the  rale   of    ninety    per  minute. 
The  Are,  the  heaviest  on  reccord, 
tioned  from  wven  o'clock  a.  m.,  until  four 
p.m.   During  the  time,  nothing  conialn 
Ing  animal  life  conld  have  lived  Inside 
of  their  works  exposed  to  the  fire.   Yet  so 
strong  were  those  bomb  proofs  that  not 
single  man  was  killed  hy  the  bombardment. 
The  object  of  keeping  the  sailors  npon  the 
beach,  was  to  attract  the  enomy'a  attention 
from  tbe  troops  In  the  rear,  and  had  the 
desired  effect. 
At  fonr  p.  m.,  tbe  sailors  having  arrived 
ithin  five  hundred  yard*  of  Ihe  fort, 
wereordered  to  cease  firing.  At  the  si 
time,tbe  sailors  were  ordered  to  charge  upon 
tbe  fort.   This  we  always  considered  a  fa- 
tal blonder  on  the  part  of  Admiral  Porter, 
It  conld  only  nwult  in  an  useless  alaugb- 
r  or  the  bloe  jackets.    However,  they 
made  tbe  charge  and  as  might  be  expected 
they  were  driven  back  wllb  great  loss, 
waa  palafnl  In  tbe  extreme,  aa  we  stood 

gnna,  aeeing  them  slaughtered  without 
being  able  to  afford  them  any  as 
Thii  atate  of  things  however,  did  not  last 
■w  minutes.    As  soon  aa  they  fell 
back  ont  of  range  of  onr  guns,  we  opened 
fire  npon  tbe  fort,  nud  soon  drove  tbe  ene- 
my back  to  their  bomb  proofs,  where  we 
kept  tbem,  until  tbe  troops  wbo 
Ume  emerged  from  the  wooda,  bad  formed 
inside  of  tbe  works.  Tbe  safely  of  onr 
ipelled  the  fleet  to  cease

writer  bad  a  narrow  escape  from  being 
blown  up  by  the  explosion  of  ihe  magadne 
We  hail  been  up  to  lhe  fort,  aud  was  on 
our  way  to  tbe  boat,  when  lhe  explosion 
took  place.  It  shook  us  off  our  feet,  and 
nr  a  moment  I  thought  It  would  hury  ua 
iplo  sand.  Four  hundred  dead  bodies 
auis  raining  down  arouud  us.
